Used Car Business Holds 
. Up Well in Indianapolis 


) Dealers from some of the outlying 
industrial and railroad centers visit, 
ing zone offices here during the 
week reported a slow beginning’ for 
July, but zone executives who ve 
studied conditions thoroughly are 
really optimistic over the outlook for 
the last half of the year. This is 
| particularly true in the cases of 
Buick and Chevrolet, whose dealers 
have lower stocks of used and new 
cars than at any time in many 
months. 

From all reports available, 1930 
seems certain to be one of the 
greatest used car years in history 
here, several companies reporting 
record sales during the first half 
of the year. The Roy Wilmeth 
Company, Ford dealer, claims a 
record for selling used cars out of 
one location with 1,095 units de- 
livered between January 1 and 
July 1, while the Hare Chevrelet

| Ford Report Brisk Demand 


(CHICAGO, July 14—Ford 

Chevrolet dealers here remain 
encouraged over business, and they 
have good rason to be, because the 
final ten days of June found their 
sales forging ahead toward a climax 
for the month. Dealers for both 
makes of cars reported orders for 
the period slightly in excess of 
business done in the second ten days 
of the month, which, in turn, was 
considerably better than in the first 
ten days. 

As for inventories of new and 
used cars the dealers unite in stat- 
ing they have nothing to worry 
about. Different methods have been 
employed to keep stocks of used 
cars from piling up and in all in- 
stances they have been efective. Ford 
dealers on the whole have depended 
on proper display of their used cars 
for sale, while the Chevrolet dealers 
have resorted to advertising cam- 
paigns to move used cars on hand. 

The used car market in Chicago 
of late has been characterized by an 
unexpectedly brisk demand, a con- 
dition which has reacted with spe- 


cial favor to Ford gnd Chevrolet 
dealers in view of e fact that 
their used cars are in the low 


priced class and were taken in with- 
out over-allowanees. 

Indicating the sharp upturn in 
used car. sales by the Chevrolet 
dealers, these amounted to a 15 per 
cent. increase in the final ten days 
of the month as compared with the 
second ten days 

The combination of a steady up- 
ward tendency in sales and the 
maintaining of normal] stocks of new 
and used cars on hand has been 
pleasing to the Ford and Chevrolet 
forces. It is entirely in line with 
plans laid out at the start of the 
year. 

At the Ford assembly plant on 
Torrence Avenue. serving the Chi- 
cago territory. production is gauged 
in such a way as to prevent over- 


loading of dealers. The output 
schedule of 550 cars a day in May 
Was decreased somewhat in June 


but the plant is run in a flexible

demand. No word is forthcoming as 
to whether the July production will 
run at a higher daily rate than 
June, but such a development would 
not occasion surprise in view of re- 
cent gains in retail sales. 

The height of the motoring sea- 
son now at hand has witnessed a 
greater demand than formerly for 
sport models, it is reported, particu- 
larly coupes with rumble seats. 
Coach types still prevail as the most 
popular models in both the Ford 
and Chevrolet lines. Coupes come 
second, largely because each make 
offers several styles of such cars. 
In line with the call for sport models 
it is stated that special four-door 
sedans have come in for their share 
of public demand, although in the 
matter of four-door sedans 
standard type is most sought. 

Gratification over the sales rec- 


ords during the first six months of | 


the year and the satisfactory state 
of new and used car inventories is 
attended by confidence over the 
outlook for the remainder of 1930. 
The Ford and Chevrolet dealers do 
not hesitate to state that the show- 
ings made thus far have exceeded ex- 
pectations. They had not looked for 
an almost unbroken upward trend 
such as has prevailed, and they feel 
that. having weathered the most se- 
vere test period successfully, there is 
no reason to look for a recession in 
demand, particularly in view of 
gradually improving general busi- 
ness conditions predicted from au- | 
thoritative sources.

The service manager, 
Reed Walker, formerly himself an 
automobile salesman and for years 
engaged in the automobile business, 
will have supervision of the new 
Supplies display. 

‘All this goes to show what can 
be done by a service manager who 
really knows his stuff,” asserts Mr.

“Instead of the usual method of 
having the board itself painted dark 
and the outline spaces for the tools 
in white, or some very light color, | 
to show up when a tool has not been 
replaced, our service manager, who 
has a penchant for neatness, did | 
just the reverse. Our tool board is 
painted pure white, and the outline | 
spaces of the tools are painted black. 
A missing tool is thus just as strong- 
ly indicated on the board, and, at 
the same time, the black spaces for 
them never show smudges and/| 
streaks of grease from a tool.” 

If a tool is broken or damaged 
by a mechanic and he tells about it 
in time so that it can be replaced | 
or repaired, the mechanic at fault 
gets off rather easily; but if he 
fails to report about it and thus 
tries to dodge the blame. the service 
manager, instead of lecturing any 
one personally, is likely to call a 
meeting of all the mechanics, and 
express his opinion in a general— 
not a personal way—of a man who 
will not only try to evade trouble } 
by keeping silent about it, but will 
run the risk of embarrassing and 
inconveniencing the department, 
the agency and the customer by a 
broken or damaged tool when it is 
next needed on a job. He will end, 
perhaps, by urging the members of 
the mechanical torce to report 
promptly all damage they may do| 
to tools or materials. |

Farm Transportation 
N a recent issue of the Wisconsin Agriculturalist there is a 
story of a farmer who last year raised 230 acres of corn, 
230 acres of small grain and harvested a crop of hay with- 
out any hired or family help, except a small amount during 
the cribbing of the corn. Of course he used a tractor, but in 
previous years he had employed two farm hands and used 
horses as motive power. The result of his change to motor 
power saved $1,200 in wages and a considerable amount in 
horse feed. 


Profit from a farm is and always has been a complex | 


matter. The profit practically always is the difference be- 
tween the cost of labor and the net price received for the 
produce. Farm relief in almost every case has taken the form 
of improved marketing. Co-operative societies have tried to 
lift the farmer’s net a bit higher in order to increase the 
difference between that and the labor charge. 

In commenting on the experience of the farmer who 
raised 460 acres of grain without any help but his trusty 
tractor, the publication mentioned above commented on the 
fact that farmers are “much more certain of getting the 
benefit of cost reduction in their businesses than they are of 


getting the full benefit of improved marketing systems.” This | 


is placing farm relief on the farms themselves rather than 
in the markets. 

We comment on all this because the problem of power 
on the farm is essentially one of transportation. The farm 
tractor is a transportation medium, just as the motor car 
and motor truck are transportation units. This country 
agreed many years ago that the horse, except for very lim- 
ited service, had passed as an efficient medium of transport. 
One of the few places that the horse lingers as a really im- 
portant cog in the transportation system is on the farm. 
This is not going to be the case for very much longer. Regard- 
less of the area, there is no farm that cannot benefit by the| 
substitution of motor power for animal power. In the case | 
of small holdings co-operative ownership of a tractor will | 
make for efficiency. On big farms, such as the 460-acre 
place mentioned above, motor power is incomparably su- 
perior. 

In the motor era on the farms, that is still to come, the 
automotive merchant is the man best fitted to handle the) 
power units. 


A Year of New Things | 


‘THEN we come to write the history of the automotive | 
year of 1930, we shall certainly have to label it as a’ 
period of development of innovations in the industry, for- 
getting that it was also the year of the big wind, otherwise 
the great depression. 

To begin with we have the introduction of at least two} 
front-wheel drive cars. These date back into 1929 to be) 
exact, but it was in 1930 that they got into real production | 
and the hands of the motoring public. 

In 1930 the sixteen-cylinder Cadillac made its debut, 
with the manufacturer modestly disclaiming any expecta- 
tion of large production. Some time ago the two thousandth 
Cadillac sixteen left the factory. 

The Austin Bantam made its bow to the American pub- 
lic, giving the British version of how to produce a high grade | 
transportation unit in small compass. Not forgetting that | 
the American Austin Company had 180,000 orders for cars 
on its books when the first vehicle rolled off the production 
Jine.

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Moss to Continue Studies 
Of Riding Qualities

The George Washington University 
Washington, D. C 
OUR work to date has been largely 
concerned with finding a measure 
of the whole complex of riding 
qualities of different cars. We have 
compared the riding qualities of old 
models and new models of the same 
machine, and of the same machine 
over various kinds of roads and for 
varying distances.” 

It is suggested that the future 
research concern itself with break- 
ing up riding comfort int its 
various parts and measuring the 
results with only one variable 
changing. We would, for example, 
take the same car and do a series 
of measurements to determine which 
gave the more comfort—an extra 
soft resilient seat cushion or a 
harder less resilient one.

Inasmuch as 
noise and rattle of the car are sup- 
posed to be conducive to fatigue, it 
could be possible to compare the 
same machine one time so equipped 
that it would make considerable 
noise, and another time so that it 
would ride with comparatively little 
noise. The effects. could then be 
measured on the passengers.

A car that fails to pass 
inspection is a car that ought to be 
denied registration. In other words, 
the time has come to drive ‘junk’ 
from the highways in the interest 
of public safety,” he said. 

tt is believed, therefore, that the 
proposed bill will contain a clause 
empowering the commissioner oO 
motor vehicles, after a reasonable 
length of time has elapsed, to revoke 
the registrations of all cars which 
are not repaired in accordance with 
the needs revealed by the examina- 
tion. 

In conducting his campaign Com- 
missioner Dill relied on the author- 
ity granted in Article 2, Section 9 
of the Motor Vehicle Act, which pro- 
vides that “it shall be lawful for 
the commissioner of motor vehicles 
te refuse registrations to any vehicle 
that in his estimation is not a 
oroper vehicle to be used upon pub- 
lic roads and highways of this state.” 

Commissioner Hoffman is said to 
feel that this authority is inade- 
quate for the type of campaign he 
has in mind, does not permit the 
charging of a fee necessary to ob- 
tain conscientious work by the test- 
ing stations, and places the burden 
of proving the car unsafe upon the 
commissioner. 

Regardless of what form the bill 
takes, there will be no “Save-a- 
Life” campaign this year. The 1929 
budget of the department included 
an item of $7,500 for the campaign 
last year. 
before Commissioner Hoffman took 
office, contains no provision for this 
activity. 

If Commissioner Hoffman’s plans 
are carried out the annual inspec- 
tion periods will be opened with a 
proclamation by the governor. Mak- 
ing the campaign simultaneous with 
New York will give both states the 
advantage of concentrated publicity, 
with a consequent increase in public

The second great cause of acci- 
dents is that of faulty mechanism 
of automobiles, lack of proper 
brakes, lights, horns, steering mech- 
anism, wind-shield wipers and other 
safety devices. It is hoped that at 
the end of the campaign every mo- 
tor vehicle operating in the six New 
England states will have been in- 
spected and approved as beng pee?

This part of the come ign 
will be under the direction 0 e 
motor vehicle department of each 
state. 

Each state will conduct its own 
campaign in its own way. Some 
states will use official inspection 
stations appointed under the super- 
vision of the motor vehicle depart- 
ment. Other states will use inspec- 
tors, and strickers will be affixed to 
the right-hand corner of the wind 
shield as an outward sign that that 
motor vehicle has been inspected 
and is safe for the highways. Some 
will use inspection certificates is- 
sued by the state inspector . 

The motor vehicle executives who 
will participate in the campaign 
are Robbins B. Stoeckel, commis- 
sioner of motor vehicles of Connec- 
ticut; Charles T. Pierce, commis-
